The Common Good 


Ikith ihcsy ^atements arc w-oflh considering. 

First, as ti^dhe rich niaiT.s "right ” to hi.s wealth. I suiipose that 
you, as a sensj^^and honest man, will aiimit this principle; viz., that 
a inan has a "ryjjy” to that w-hich he has prosluced by the unaidetl cxer- 
.c^ .o(.his owtk^ijgrultics; but tltat hg has not au untjuestioned right to 
that wfii(^\s’»r produced hy his own unaided faculties; nor to the 
w-huir or|h|rMieh lias h^n produced by hix TScultics aiiled Tiy the 
faciillRs oCimoiher^ian. 

If yotr admit fbe alxvvc ptiiicipfeelhen 1 think I can prove to you 
that no man ha-s a right to tfic private ownership of a single stjuare 
foot of land; and that no man'couhl of It!*'own efforts proslucc more 
private properly than is commonly jiossessed by a monkey or a hear. 

AVc wall begin w itit the land; and you will find that the ori^nai 
title to all the land ixvssesseil by- private owners is the title of inher¬ 
itance, conquest or theft. I he original “owners” arc now represented 
by a few tribes of rednien. driven almost to Ihe jumping-off place. 

There are four rhief ways in which land, the common heritage of 
mankind, may beonne private projicrty. It may be confiscated by 
force; it may be lilche.l by fraud; it may he received as a gift; or it 
may lie h<.mglit with money. 

• >f the large tracts held by our rich men the greater part has been 
plundered from the people, .stolen from the common-lands, or rcceivW 
in gifts from the goveniment. Indeed, there is autlteiilicated record 
of some of the fathers of our country having been involv^ in land 
grabs, the imnmrtal ( leorgc among the rest, and John Hancock at the 
very time of signing the l)eclaration was under indictment for a like 
offense. The great Westrrii land frauds are tjothiiig so very- new, you 
will oljservc. 

1 supiiose yon arc aware that no “value” can be got out of an 
estate without Uhir If y-ou iloubt this, lake a nine-acre field, fence 
it in, and wait until it grows crops. A'ou know it will never grow crops, 
unless some one plnw-s it and .sows it. 

No; even if you have land and capital you cannot raise a single 
car of com without lalxir. Take y-our nine-acre field. Pot in a steam 
(dow, a sack of scni. a harrow and a bank-book, and wait for crops, 
A'ou will not get a -t.ilk of com. .A poor laborer with a broken shovel 
and a piece of thorn bush will raise more wheat in his little patch of 
hark garden than all the capital of zAmerica coiAd gel out of all the 
acres of the coentrv without labor. 

Have you ever ermsiderctl the question v'f house rent? Suppo.se 
you own a cottage in a country village, and i own a cottage of the 
saiiie size in a bu»y town, close to a big railway and a number of 
factories. You know that I shall get more rent for my bouse than you 
win gel for yours. AATiy ? 

Because my hraise stands on more desirable land. The railway 
company would buy it. And then it is near to places of work, and 
workmen will par more for it. especially as houses are scarce. 

But did I make the railway? Did I bnild the factories? Did I do 
anythingto make the wealth of the town, or the “value" of the land? 
Not I. The wotkers did that, and .so I am paid for what they did. That 
is to say, I am all,,wed, by raising my rent, to put a tax upon their 
industry. 

I-and b •hn^'ihlc"—that is, tenants will submit to be cheated— 
in all centers orpdii'li'y. The skill, the energy, and the orderliness 
of the workers'^e.ite an “industrial center.”

How'do men grow rich? In these days the three chief sources 
of wealth arc: 

1. Profits. 

2. Interest. 

3. Rent. 

AA'hat is profit? Profit is the excess price received for an article 
over, the price paivl for it 

If a man sells a thing for more money llian he buys it for, the 
balance is profit. 

A'ou will see, then, that men may make profit either upon their 
own wotk or upon the work of others. 

As a mie profit is not made by the producer of an article, but by 
some other person commonly called "the middleman" because he goes 
between the producer and tlie consumer; that is to say, he. the middle- 
.-Jin, buys the article from the iiuJter. and sells it to the u-ser, at a profit. 

In some cases, and to some extent, this profit is fair. For example, 
a peddler buys fish in the market, carries it into the city and sells it 
at a profit. 'That profit is his wage, and pays him for liis work as a 
distributer or carrier of goods from the producer to the user. 

But when the middlcnian becomes a capitalist; when he bnv* fish 
by the ton and sells it at a profit to the shopkeeper and the p^dlcr, 
niaking for himself a couple of thousand a ycar^ while ihc, fisherman 
and tile peddler can hardly- keep body and soul together, that is not a 


fal-e. Bc.iulv is ithire than skin 
deep; it is as dceji as Ihe IskIv- itself.

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using it upon the land. Whoever 
has control of land and machinery 
has control of human labor, and 
with it of human life and liberty. 

To^ the machinery and the 
land used for industrial purpcMS 
are owned by a rapidly decreasing 
minority. So long as machinery k 
simple and easily handled by one 
man, it does not make its owners so 
powerful that they can dominate 
the sources of life of others. But 
when machinery becomes more and 
more complex and expensive, and 
requires f-. 


Tk Origin of tbe 
Faiinly,PrivateProp- 
eity and the State 
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requires for its effective operation 
the organized effort of many 
workers, its,influence reaches oyer 
wider and wider circles of life. 

The owners of such machinery be¬ 
come the dominant class.

In proportion as the number of 
such machine owners compared to 
all other classes decreases, their 
power in the nation and in the 
world increases. They bring ever 
larger masses of working people 
tmder their control, reduang them 
to the point where muscle and brain 
are thar only productive property. 

Millions of formerly self-cmntoying 
workers thus become the helpless 
wage slaves of the industrial mas¬ 
ters. 

The more the economic power of 
the ruling class grows, the less use¬ 
ful does It become in the life of the 
nation.
